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INTRODUCTION 


This  annotated  list  presents  a  summary  of  the  species  that  have  been  recorded 
in  the  province  of  Ontario,  with  information  about  their  status  and  breed- 
ing, distribution  and  abundance  at  various  seasons,  dates  of  occurrence, 
breeding  seasons  as  indicated  by  egg  dates,  and  subspecific  relationships. 
Records  and  information  to  the  end  of  1989  have  been  included,  but  only  a 
few  1990  records  could  be  added. 

It  is  now  more  than  a  decade  since  the  forerunner  of  this  checklist  was 
published  (James,  McLaren,  and  Barlow,  1976).  In  the  intervening  years 
there  has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of  study  undertaken  on  Ontario  birds: 
the  publication  of  two  volumes  dealing  with  the  breeding  distribution  and 
nesting  habits  of  Ontario  birds  (Peck  and  James,  1983,  1987);  five  years  of 
intensive  fieldwork  culminating  in  an  atlas  of  the  breeding  birds  of  Ontario 
(Cadman,  Eagles,  and  Helleiner,  1987);  the  appearance  of  a  large  summary 
volume  on  birds  of  Ontario  (Speirs,  1985);  and  the  production  or  revision 
of  many  regional  works  (Baxter,  1985;  Bradstreet  and  McCracken,  1978; 
Brewer,  1977;  Fazio,  Shepherd,  and  Woodrow,  1985;  Francis,  1984,  1985; 
Kelley,  1978;  McCracken,  1987;  McCracken,  Bradstreet,  and  Holroyd,  1981; 
McRae,  1982;  Mills,  1981;  Nicholson,  1981;  Sadler,  1983;  Sandilands,  1984; 
Skeel  and  Bondrup-Nielsen,  1978;  Sprague  and  Weir,  1984;  Weir,  1989b; 
Weir  and  Quilliam,  1980;  Wormington,  1982). 

There  has  been,  in  addition,  a  revised  edition  of  The  Birds  of  Canada 
(Godfrey,  1986),  and  the  American  Ornithologists'  Union  has  published  a 
new  Check-list  of  North  American  Birds  (AOU,  1983).  The  Ontario  Bird 
Records  Committee  (OBRC)  replaced  the  Ontario  Ornithological  Records 
Committee,  and  this  has  resulted  in  some  significant  changes  in  the  handling 
of  bird  records  and  has  initiated  a  review  of  past  records  of  various  sorts. 
Numerous  species  have  overwintered  successfully  farther  north  than  ever 
before,  owing  to  the  ever  expanding  presence  of  bird  feeders,  the  warmth  of 
buildings,  and  climatic  changes.  There  has  also  been  a  continuing  increase 
in  the  number  of  field  observers  and  their  ability  to  identify  birds.  Their 
observations  in  the  seasonal  summaries  of  American  Birds  provide  increas- 
ingly important  sources  of  new  information  about  Ontario  birds. 

These  many  factors  have  produced  an  incredible  number  of  changes  and 
additions  to  the  information  about  the  birds  of  Ontario.  Much  of  what  was 
published  in  the  previous  checklist  is  now  known  to  have  been  incomplete 
and,  in  some  instances,  incorrect.  Practically  no  species  account  has  been 
exempt  from  at  least  a  minor  revision,  and  numerous  species  have  been 
added  to  the  list.  Although  several  other  books  are  available  about  the 
birds  of  Ontario,  a  checklist  like  this  still  has  a  role  to  play,  providing  a 
convenient  summary  of  information  for  a  particular  time  period,  and  from 
many  sources  not  found  in  any  other  single  work.  Undoubtedly  this  compila- 
tion still  contains  some  deficiencies  and  there  will  be  further  refinements  as 


the  understanding  of  birds  continues  to  grow.  But  a  much  improved  checklist 
should  provide  a  summary  basis  for  continued  growth  and  a  reference  against 
future  changes. 

The  present  compilation  considers  442  species  as  having  been  reported  in 
Ontario  with  adequate  documentation,  and  an  additional  12  species  for  which 
some  further  confirmation  is  desirable.  Of  these,  285  species  are  considered 
to  have  bred  at  least  once  in  the  province,  and  an  additional  7  have  probably 
bred,  although  material  evidence  is  lacking.  Three  forms  considered  as  spe- 
cies (American  Black  Duck,  Carolina  Chickadee,  and  Hoary  Redpoll)  may 
not  warrant  species  status — see  Appendix  II. 

Treatment  of  rarities 

At  this  point  in  the  history  of  Ontario  ornithology,  specimen  collecting  is 
not  carried  out  as  it  was  in  the  past,  when  rarities  were  shot  as  a  matter  of 
course.  Most  records  of  unusual  occurrences  in  the  province  are  now  in  the 
form  of  photographs  or  of  written  descriptions  without  specimens.  But  the 
information  available  to  observers  to  help  identify  birds  in  the  field  has  never 
been  better,  and  vagrant  birds  are  usually  the  objects  of  scrutiny  by  numer- 
ous observers.  There  is  also  an  established  bird  records  committee  to  review 
records  and  publish  an  annual  report.  The  present  records  committee,  of 
which  I  have  been  a  member,  is  also  prepared  to  accept,  in  some  circum- 
stances, a  first  record  for  the  province  in  the  absence  of  a  specimen  or  even 
photographic  evidence.  It  seems  unrealistic  to  continue  to  reject  a  species  as 
occurring  in  Ontario,  because  there  is  no  specimen  or  photograph,  if  there 
is  good  written  information,  especially  where  multiple  observations  of  a 
single  event  or  several  observations  of  repeated  events  have  been  preserved. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  possible  to  agree  completely  with  any  records 
committee  that  has  been  or  is  now  operating.  In  the  past,  any  first  record  was 
automatically  rejected  without  a  specimen  or  photograph.  Some  of  these 
records  have  not  been  reconsidered  by  the  OBRC,  which  might  now  be 
accepted.  Moreover,  many  old  records  have  no  written  descriptions,  but  may 
represent  perfectly  good  sightings  by  competent  observers.  There  was  no 
records  committee  prior  to  1970,  and  no  descriptions  were  preserved.  We 
have  no  way  now  to  evaluate  such  sightings  objectively;  we  can  only  consider 
the  qualifications  of  the  observer  and  the  degree  of  difficulty  of  the  identifi- 
cation. There  is  also  the  problem  of  specimens  that  are  now  missing.  Were 
they  correctly  identified  at  the  time  or,  as  has  sometimes  happened,  were 
identities  based  on  inadequate  knowledge? 

We  are  likewise  faced  with  the  problem  of  escaped  captives.  For  many 
occurrences,  we  can  never  be  sure  whether  a  bird  had  human  assistance,  either 
deliberate  or  inadvertent,  in  reaching  Ontario.  We  have  only  probabilities 
and  human  judgement,  and  not  everyone  is  likely  to  agree.  There  are  also 
many  sightings  of  birds  for  which  no  written  report  is  ever  submitted  to  the 
records  committee.  These  may  be  accurate,  but  no  assessment  is  possible. 


Use  of  the  term  "hypothetical"  has  generated  and  continues  to  generate 
considerable  controversy,  and  what  should  be  included  in  such  a  category  is  a 
matter  of  personal  opinion.  Hence  this  term  has  been  removed  from  the 
checklist.  I  have  placed  in  square  brackets  the  entry  on  any  species  that  I  feel 
requires  further  documentation.  But,  whether  the  species  is  so  designated 
or  not,  I  have  attempted  to  indicate  what  the  available  documentation  is  for 
vagrant  species,  and  have  indicated  where  controversy  exists.  Where  I  have 
expressed  a  personal  opinion,  others  are  free  to  disagree.  The  available 
information,  whatever  it  is,  will  have  to  stand  on  its  own.  All  submissions 
to  the  OBRC  are  housed  in  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  (ROM)  and  are 
available  for  further  examination. 

An  entry  has  been  included  for  any  unusual  species  for  which  there  is  a 
previously  published  reference  (except  for  clearly  rejected  records).  Thus, 
the  reader  has  a  guide  to  the  acceptability  of  such  references,  especially 
where  this  had  not  been  clear.  Individual  records  of  occurrence  are  listed 
only  where  five  or  fewer  are  known  from  the  province.  No  mention  has  been 
made  of  the  many  obvious  escaped  captives  that  are  frequently  reported. 
A  number  of  probable  escapees,  but  possibly  wild  birds,  are  mentioned  in 
Appendix  I  following  the  species  accounts.  These  are  species  for  which 
there  are  few  or  no  North  American  records  beyond  the  species'  normal 
range  or  near  Ontario.  There  are  a  number  of  statements  of  unusual  sightings 
in  museum  files  for  which  there  are  no  descriptions  or  other  supporting 
materials  that  might  be  used  to  evaluate  them.  Such  unpublished  sightings 
have  not  been  mentioned. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  a  complete  listing  of  hybrids.  Brewster's 
and  Lawrence's  warblers  are  the  only  two  distinctly  plumaged  and  named 
hybrids  of  annual  occurrence  and  are  mentioned  with  the  parental  types. 

Species  names 

Common  and  scientific  names,  for  the  most  part,  follow  the  American  Orni- 
thologists' Union  (AOU)  Check-list  of  North  American  Birds  (1983)  and  its 
35th  and  37th  supplements  (AOU,  1985,  1989).  Differences  occur  only  in 
relation  to  Thayer's/Iceland  gulls  (see  Appendix  II).  I  have  included  a  four- 
letter  code  abbreviation  for  each  species.  The  codes  used,  with  few  excep- 
tions, are  those  used  by  the  United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  for  their 
North  American  bird  banding  manual,  revised  in  July  1988.  Where  the  service 
has  not  provided  codes,  I  have  followed  its  rules  for  the  establishment  of 
codes.  Exceptions  to  its  list  include  species  for  which  it  uses  outdated  nomen- 
clature (Tundra  Swan,  Barn  Owl,  Northern  Rough-winged  Swallow,  Ameri- 
can Pipit),  and  where  it  provides  separate  codes  for  two  or  more  populations 
or  colour  morphs  of  the  same  species  (Green-winged  Teal,  Snow  Goose, 
Brant,  Northern  Flicker,  Tufted  Titmouse,  Yellow-rumped  Warbler,  Palm 
Warbler,  Dark-eyed  Junco,  Northern  Oriole,  and  Rosy  Finch). 


Breeding  status 

An  asterisk  following  the  name  indicates  that  the  species  has  nested  in  the 
province.  An  asterisk  in  brackets  indicates  that  breeding  is  suspected  or 
known,  but  has  not  been  adequately  documented  with  specimens,  photo- 
graphs, or  written  descriptions. 

Status  and  distribution 

The  distribution  of  any  species  is  seldom  precise.  The  numbers  of  birds  will 
decline  as  the  periphery  of  a  range  is  approached,  and  the  extent  to  which 
those  at  the  edges  will  wander  may  vary  from  year  to  year.  In  order  to 
delineate  range,  the  names  of  communities,  current  political  subdivisions, 
or  water  bodies  are  used  to  give  an  approximate  limit.  The  locations  or 
physical  features  used  in  the  text  are  given  in  Figures  1  and  2. 

Any  bird  whose  range  is  described  as  being  in  the  "south"  has  a  distribution 
partially  or  wholly  south  of  47  degrees  north  latitude,  which  crosses  Ontario 
just  to  the  north  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  Sudbury  (Figs.  1  and  2).  This  line 
of  north-south  division  is  somewhat  farther  north  than  that  given  in  James, 
McLaren,  and  Barlow  (1976),  but  includes  areas  cleared  of  forests  lying 
immediately  north  of  the  North  Channel  of  Lake  Huron.  These  lands  are  more 
similar  to  southern  Ontario  than  to  the  boreal  forests,  and  are  included  in 
the  range  of  several  more  southern  species  (Coady,  1988).  Conversely,  birds 
with  ranges  in  the  "north"  occur  north  of  this  latitude.  The  "west"  of  the 
province  always  refers  to  the  northern  part  of  Ontario,  west  of  the  longitude 
of  Lake  Nipigon.  The  "north  coast"  includes  the  coasts  of  Hudson  and  James 
bays.  Although  the  Winisk  town  site  has  been  abandoned,  the  name  has 
been  retained  on  the  map.  This  locality  appears  in  many  earlier  ornithological 
publications,  and  numerous  records  come  from  there.  For  the  extents  of 
the  Deciduous  Forest,  Great  Lakes/St.  Lawrence  Forest,  Boreal  Forest,  and 
Tundra  regions,  and  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  the  Canadian  Shield,  and 
the  farming  areas  of  the  Clay  Belt,  please  refer  to  Figures  1  and  2. 

In  defining  relative  abundance  and  frequency  of  occurrence  at  various 
seasons,  it  is  difficult  to  do  more  than  give  a  general  impression.  Numbers 
of  birds  vary  from  the  centre  to  the  periphery  of  the  range,  as  the  seasons 
change,  or  even  from  year  to  year  at  the  same  locality,  and  will  reach  a 
maximum  only  in  areas  of  suitable  habitat.  Nevertheless,  I  have  attempted 
to  provide  information  about  the  frequency,  abundance,  and  seasonal  occur- 
rence of  species  that  could  be  expected  at  the  appropriate  time  and  place. 

There  have  been  many  systems  used  to  define  abundance  and  frequency; 
none  seems  to  be  ideal  and  everyone  seems  to  prefer  a  different  version. 
In  general,  the  simpler  the  system,  the  more  easily  it  is  understood.  A  simpler 
system  may  be  less  precise;  however,  given  that  Ontario  is  large  in  size  and 
in  habitat  diversity,  that  we  have  less  than  perfect  information,  and  that  birds 
tend  not  to  follow  strict  rules,  the  terms  given  below  seem  reasonable.

In  this  volume  the  system  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  edition 
(James,  McLaren,  and  Barlow,  1976)  and  roughly  comparable  terms  are 
used. 

Frequency     related  to  annual  occurrence 

regular     expected  every  year  (usually  not  specified  since  most  birds  fit 

this  category) 
occasional     not  expected  every  year,  but  to  be  expected  most  years  and 

usually  at  least  once  a  decade 
vagrant     has  occurred,  but  five  or  fewer  records  exist,  and  the  probability 

of  recurrence  is  very  low  (usually  less  than  once  a  decade) 
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Relative  abundance     the  usual  numbers  that  could  be  seen  during  a  speci- 
fied season  in  the  appropriate  habitat  away  from  the  periphery  of  the  range. 
An  abundance  term  in  parentheses  is  a  condition  much  less  likely  to  be 
encountered. 

abundant     more  than  500  could  be  seen  in  a  day 

common     can  always  be  found  (well  distributed);  more  than  25  a  day  is 

usual,  but  seldom  more  than  500 
uncommon     can  usually  be  found,  but  numbers  seen  are  likely  to  be  small 

(6  to  25  a  day) 
rare     usually  seen  singly  (seldom  more  than  5)  and  difficult  to  find  on  any 
particular  outing  (unless  a  specific  location  is  known) 

Seasonal  occurrence 

resident     passing  one  or  more  seasons  in  the  province.  Winter  residents 
(as  opposed  to  permanent  residents  normally  expected  through  winter) 
are  thought  to  have  spent  an  entire  winter  at  least  once,  even  though 
many  others  of  their  kind  occurring  in  winter  may  be  only  late  departures 
or  early  arrivals. 

migrant     regularly  passing  through  at  least  part  of  the  province,  coming 
to  breed  or  leaving  for  the  winter 

transient     regularly  migrating  through  or  into  the  province,  but  not  breed- 
ing here 

straggler     irregularly  wandering  in  or  into,  or  remaining  behind  in,  the 
province,  usually  in  small  numbers,  and  sometimes  at  an  unusual  time 
or  place 

irruptive  moving  within  or  into  Ontario,  sometimes  in  large  numbers,  in 
some  years  only;  usually  moving  southward  in  autumn  from  or  through 
normal  range 

erratic    wandering  widely,  usually  in  winter  flocks;  may  or  may  not  be 
seen  in  any  particular  area  in  any  given  year 

Several  additional  terms  are  used.  Extinct  species  are  those  no  longer  living 
anywhere  on  earth.  Extirpated  species  are  not  extinct,  but  no  longer  reside 
within  the  geographic  area  under  consideration.  Introduced  species  are  those 
that  have  had  human  assistance  in  establishing  themselves  on  the  North 
American  continent.  Introductions  that  have  not  become  successfully  esta- 
blished are  not  mentioned. 

For  occasional  species,  I  have  attempted  to  give  an  impression  of  the 
frequency  of  occurrence  by  listing  the  date  that  the  species  was  first 
reported  in  Ontario,  and  the  approximate  number  of  reports  in  the  past 
decade  (or  other  appropriate  time  period)  or  the  date  of  last  occurrence. 
The  number  of  reports  is  usually  approximate  since  many  of  the  sightings 
remain  undocumented  in  written  or  other  form. 
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Dates  of  occurrence 

For  most  species,  other  than  permanent  residents,  dates  that  indicate  the 
time  of  year  when  the  species  has  been  recorded  in  the  province  are 
provided.  Four  dates  are  given  for  most  migratory  species.  The  first  and  last 
dates,  in  parentheses,  represent  the  extremes  of  early  and  late  occurrences, 
respectively.  The  middle  two  dates  indicate  the  time  period  during  which 
nearly  normal  numbers  are  usually  found  in  some  part  of  the  province.  In 
any  year,  there  will  be  some  variation  in  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure, 
but  the  dates  of  usual  occurrence  indicate  times  when,  even  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  there  almost  certainly  will  be  birds  present.  These  dates  apply 
largely  to  the  extreme  south  of  the  province  where  the  first  and  last  migrants 
are  normally  expected.  Where  species  are  largely  migratory,  but  considerable 
numbers  remain  in  Ontario  throughout  the  winter,  only  dates  of  greatest 
abundance  (principal  dates)  are  given.  Since  there  is  annual  variation  in  the 
occurrence  of  any  species,  precise  dates  are  not  used  (except  for  records 
of  vagrants).  The  "early"  part  of  the  month  refers  to  the  first  ten  days,  "mid" 
from  the  11th  to  the  20th,  and  "late"  the  latter  third  of  the  month  from 
the  21st  on. 

I  have  not  attempted  a  rigid  definition  of  seasons  by  specific  calendar 
months.  Various  species  migrate,  breed,  and  winter  at  different  times  of 
the  year,  and  even  within  a  species  some  individuals  may  be  migrating  while 
others  are  breeding,  etc.  Thus,  even  though  there  might  be  records  of  a  species 
in  December,  I  would  not  necessarily  consider  it  a  species  occurring  in  winter, 
but  probably  only  a  late  migrant.  A  bird  would  have  to  be  found  on  one 
or  more  occasions  or  through  the  January-February  period  to  be  a  winter 
species.  Likewise  a  bird  found  in  June  would  not  necessarily  be  a  summering 
bird,  but  could  be  a  late  northward-bound  migrant.  The  behaviour  or  intent 
of  the  bird  or  birds  during  the  appropriate  season  for  that  species  may  be 
more  important  than  a  specific  calendar  date. 

Egg  dates 

These  dates  give  an  indication  of  the  nesting  season  for  each  species.  More 
specific  details  are  available  in  Peck  and  James  (1983,  1987).  If  egg  dates 
are  unknown,  breeding  has  been  established  by  the  presence  of  flightless 
young,  with  the  exception  of  the  Black  Guillemot,  whose  hatched  eggshells 
were  found. 

Subspecies 

A  review  of  subspecific  variation  occurring  in  Ontario  is  undertaken  here. 
No  attempt  is  made  to  identify  new  subspecies,  but  only  to  verify  or  com- 
ment on  the  distribution  or  occurrence  of  forms  already  named.  The 
extensive  ROM  collections  from  Ontario  were  used  to  make  most  determi- 
nations. Collections  of  the  Canadian  Museum  of  Nature  also  were  consulted 
for  a  number  of  species.  In  a  few  instances  there  is  inadequate  material 
available  to  do  more  than  concur  with  the  AOU  checklist  designations  (AOU, 
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1957).  Where  there  is  only  a  single  form  occurring  in  North  America  or 
anywhere  near  the  province,  the  subspeciric  designations  of  the  AOU  (1957) 
are  used  without  attempting  to  verify  them.  No  designations  are  given  for 
species  whose  occurrence  is  based  solely  on  sight  records  or  photographic 
records,  unless  subspeciric  differences  are  obvious. 

Boundaries  of  subspecies'  ranges  are  not  precise.  Birds  tend  to  move 
widely  and  intergrade  extensively  within  contiguous  populations.  Subspeciric 
differences  are  often  subtle,  and  wide  zones  of  intergradation  may  be  encoun- 
tered before  discrete  populations  can  be  identified.  Especially  in  southern 
Ontario  (and  neighbouring  states),  human  activity  has  greatly  disturbed  the 
environment  and  may  have  altered  migration  and  breeding  distributions, 
breaking  down  subspecies  populations  that  were  formerly  more  discrete. 

Where  differences  are  evident  from  the  AOU  checklist  (AOU,  1957) 
or  from  James,  McLaren,  and  Barlow  (1976),  with  respect  to  a  subspecies' 
(or  species')  occurrence  or  to  their  distributions  in  the  province,  more  de- 
tailed comments  are  to  be  found  in  Appendix  II,  outlining  the  reasons  for 
those  differences.

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CHECKLIST  OF  SPECIES 

Red-throated  Loon,  Gavia  stellata  (Pontoppidan)*  RTLO 

Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  summer  resident  on  the  Hudson  Bay  coast; 
occasional,  rare  straggler  and  historical  breeder  on  Lake  Superior.  Occa- 
sional, rare  straggler  in  summer  on  the  lower  Great  Lakes  (nonbreeding). 
Rare  straggler  in  winter  in  the  south  (north  to  Ottawa).  Rare  (to  locally 
common)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  April  to  mid  November. 
Egg  dates:  30  June  to  3  August. 

Pacific  Loon,  Gavia  pacifica  (Lawrence)*  PALO 

Uncommon  local  summer  resident  along  the  coast  of  Hudson  Bay.  Rare  mi- 
grant elsewhere.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  April)  mid  May  to  early  November 
(late  December).  Egg  dates:  23  June  to  14  July. 

Common  Loon,  Gavia  immer  (Briinnich)*  COLO 

Common  summer  resident  throughout  most  of  the  province,  rare  and  irregu- 
lar, with  few  exceptions,  south  of  the  Canadian  Shield  to  Lake  Erie.  Rare 
winter  resident  in  the  south;  rare  straggler  in  the  north.  Common  (to  locally 
abundant)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  April  to  late  October. 
Egg  dates:  11  May  to  25  August. 

Yellow-billed  Loon,  Gavia  adamsii  (Gray)  YBLO 

Occasional,  rare  straggler  throughout  the  province;  recorded  in  May,  June, 
and  December.  First  reported  in  1957  (Gunn,  1957;  Beardslee  and  Mitchell, 
1965);  one  record  in  the  past  decade. 

Pied-billed  Grebe,  Podilymbus  podiceps  (Linnaeus)*  PBGR 

Rare  to  locally  uncommon  summer  resident,  mainly  south  of  the  Canadian 
Shield;  becoming  rare  north  to  Big  Trout  Lake  and  southern  James  Bay. 
Occasional,  rare  winter  resident  in  the  lower  Great  Lakes  region.  Uncommon 
to  locally  common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  April  to  late 
October.  Egg  dates:  3  May  to  22  August. 
P.  p.  podiceps. 

Horned  Grebe,  Podiceps  auritus  (Linnaeus)*  HOGR 

Rare  (and  occasional?)  summer  resident  in  the  extreme  northwest  (Fort

Rare  (to  locally  com- 
mon) winter  resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Toronto).  Locally  abundant 
migrant  in  the  north;  locally  common  (to  abundant)  in  the  south.  Principal 
dates  in  province:  mid  March  to  late  November.  Egg  dates:  2  to  22  June.

Ross'  Goose,  Chen  rossii  (Cassin)*  ROGO 

Occasional,  rare  summer  resident  along  the  north  coast.  Rare  migrant  on 
the  north  coast.  Dates  in  province:  early  May  to  mid  October  (early  Decem- 
ber). Egg  dates:  unknown. 

Brant,  Branta  bernicla  (Linnaeus)  [*]  BRAN 

Occasional,  rare  to  uncommon  straggler  in  summer  on  the  north  coast  and 
in  the  south  (nonbreeding).  Unsubstantiated  breeding  reported  at  Sudbury 
in  1954  among  birds  which  failed  to  migrate  (Baillie,  1955),  and  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  among  escapees  or  birds  which  failed  to  migrate  (Peck 
and  James,  1983;  Lumsden,  1987a).

Common  summer  resident  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland;  becoming  uncom- 
mon south  to  Sandy  Lake  and  Cochrane.  Introduced  and  feral  birds  now 
breed  throughout  most  of  southern  Ontario,  and  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods, 
Thunder  Bay,  and  probably  along  the  eastern  Lake  Superior  areas.  Com- 
mon to  abundant  winter  resident  along  the  lower  Great  Lakes.  Abundant 
migrant.

Green-winged  Teal,  Anas  crecca  Linnaeus*  GWTE 

Rare  to  uncommon  summer  resident  across  the  province.  Rare  winter  resi- 
dent in  the  south  (north  to  Sudbury);  vagrant  in  the  north  (Thunder  Bay). 
Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  late 
March  to  mid  November.  Egg  dates:  1 1  May  to  6  July.

Un- 
common winter  resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Manitoulin  Island).  Common 
(to  locally  abundant)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  March  to 
mid  November.

Blue-winged  Teal,  Anas  discors  Linnaeus*  BWTE 

Uncommon  to  locally  common  summer  resident,  mainly  south  of  the  Cana- 
dian Shield;  becoming  occasional,  rare  north  to  the  Hudson  Bay  coast. 
Rare  in  winter  in  the  south.  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant.  Principal 
dates  in  province:  late  March  to  mid  October.  Egg  dates:  4  May  to  29  July.

Cinnamon  Teal,  Anas  cyanoptera  Vieillot*  CITE

Vagrant  in  summer.  Rare  transient  in  the  south  (north  to  Sudbury);  also  to 
Thunder  Bay,  Marathon,  and  James  Bay  in  the  north.  Dates  in  province: 
April  and  May  (June  and  July);  September  to  December. 
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American  Wigeon,  Anas  americana  Gmelin*  AMWI 

Uncommon  summer  resident  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland;  occasional,  rare 
to  locally  common  elsewhere  in  summer,  south  to  Lake  Brie.  Rare  (to 
locally  common)  winter  resident  on  the  lower  Great  Lakes.  Common  (to 
locally  abundant)  migrant.

Rare  winter  resident  in  the 
south.  Common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  April  to  mid 
November.

Sharp-shinned  Hawk,  Accipiter  striatus  Vieillot*  SSHA 

Rare  to  uncommon  (but  rarely  seen)  summer  resident  across  the  province, 
north  to  within  about  100  km  of  Hudson  Bay;  becoming  rare  to  absent  in 
southern  agricultural  areas.  Rare  winter  resident  in  the  south;  occasional, 
rare  in  winter  in  the  north  (Thunder  Bay).

Rare  winter  resident 
in  the  south.  Locally  common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early 
April  to  late  October.  Egg  dates:  27  April  to  8  July. 

Northern  Goshawk,  Accipiter  gentilis  (Linnaeus)*  NOGO 

Rare  summer  resident  in  forested  areas  across  the  province,  south  to  Lake 
Ontario,  occasionally  to  Lake  Erie.  Permanent  resident  in  the  south,  par- 
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tially  migratory  in  much  of  the  north.  Rare  to  locally  uncommon  migrant. 
Egg  dates:  16  April  to  2  June.

Red-shouldered  Hawk,  Buteo  lineatus  (Gmelin)*  RSHA

Rare  to  uncommon  local  permanent  resident  in  southern  agricultural  areas 
(mainly  in  southeastern  Ontario  and  in  the  Niagara  Peninsula);  formerly 
at  Thunder  Bay,  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  in  Timiskaming  District.  Introduced. 
Egg  dates:  7  May  to  7  September. 
P.  p.  ?  origins  uncertain  and  probably  mixed. 

Ring-necked  Pheasant,  Phasianus  colchicus  Linnaeus*  RINP 

Common  permanent  resident  in  the  extreme  south  (self-sustaining  only  in 
the  Deciduous  Forest  Region);  becoming  rare  and  local  north  to  Lake 
Simcoe  and  Ottawa,  where  populations  are  maintained  through  repeated 
releases.  Has  been  released  as  far  north  as  Thunder  Bay.  Introduced.  Egg 
dates:  21  April  to  28  August. 
P.  c.  ?  origins  uncertain  and  probably  mixed. 

Spruce  Grouse,  Dendragapus  canadensis  (Linnaeus)*  SPGR 

Uncommon  (but  rarely  seen)  permanent  resident  across  the  north  (except 
Tundra  areas);  becoming  rare  in  the  south  to  Algonquin  Park;  occasional, 
rare  to  Simcoe  and  northern  Hastings  counties.  Historical  record  (1908) 
from  Peel  RM  (Baillie  and  Harrington,  1936).  Egg  dates:  9  May  to  25  June. 

D.  c.  canadensis  breeds  across  the  north;  intergrading  extensively  with 
canace  south  of  Kenora  and  Cochrane. 

D.  c.  canace  breeds  in  the  south. 

Willow  Ptarmigan,  Lagopus  lagopus  (Linnaeus)*  WIPT 

Rare  to  common  (cyclical)  permanent  resident  in  northern  Tundra  areas. 
Occasional,  rare  in  winter  as  far  south  as  Moosonee;  formerly  irruptive 
south  to  Lake  Nipissing;  historical  record  (1897)  from  Durham  RM  (Fleming, 
1907).  Egg  dates:  23  June  to  17  July.

Rock  Ptarmigan,  Lagopus  mutus  (Montin)  ROPT 

Vagrant  in  summer;  one  report  on  the  north  coast  (Weir,  1990b).  Irruptive 
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in  winter  into  far  northern  areas.  Prineipal  dates  in  province:  December  to 
late  March.

Ruffed  Grouse,  Bonasa  umbellus  (Linnaeus)*  RUGR 

Rare  to  common  (cyclical)  permanent  resident  throughout  most  of  the  prov- 
ince; becoming  rare  and  local  in  the  southern  fringes  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Lowland  (absent  in  the  northern  Lowland);  rare  to  absent  in  the  extreme 
south  (Lambton  and  Essex  counties).  Egg  dates:  15  April  to  17  July. 
B.  u.  monticola  primarily  restricted  to  the  Deciduous  Forest  Region,  inter- 
grading  extensively  with  togata. 
B.  u.  togata  across  the  rest  of  southern  Ontario,  intergrading  to  the  north 

with  obscura. 
B.  u.  obscura  across  northern  Ontario,  intergrading  with  togata  in  the 
southern  part  of  its  range  and  with  the  prairie  umbelloides  form  in  the 
west.

Greater  Prairie-Chicken,  Tympanuchus  cupido  (Linnaeus)*  GRPC 

Extirpated,  former  resident  in  the  extreme  south  (before  1900  in  Essex  and 
Kent  counties).  Invaded  Kenora  to  Thunder  Bay  areas  early  in  this  century; 
gone  by  1959.  Invaded  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Manitoulin  Island  area  about 
1925;  gone  by  1961  after  extensive  hybridization  with  Sharp-tailed  Grouse 
(Lumsden,  1966,  1987b).  Egg  date:  20  June. 
T.  c.  pinnatus. 

Sharp-tailed  Grouse,  Tympanuchus  phasianellus  (Linnaeus)*  STGR 

Rare  to  uncommon  permanent  resident  across  the  north,  south  to  Lake 
Nipigon  and  Lake  Abitibi;  also  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  area,  in  southern 
Algoma  District,  and  on  Manitoulin  Island.  Isolated  groups  have  been  in- 
troduced in  the  south  (to  Prince  Edward  County).  Egg  dates:  9  June  to 
24  July. 

T.  p.  phasianellus  breeds  throughout  the  province,  south  to  Lake  Nipigon 

and  Lake  Abitibi,  intergrading  with  campestris  in  the  west. 
T.  p.  campestris  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  area  (formerly  also  near  Thunder 
Bay),  in  southern  Algoma  District,  and  on  Manitoulin  Island;  intro- 
duced elsewhere  in  the  south. 

Wild  Turkey,  Meleagris  gallopavo  Linnaeus*  WITU 

Former  common  permanent  resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Simcoe  County 
and  Durham  RM),  extirpated  due  to  destruction  of  habitat  (Clarke,  1943). 
Subsequent  introductions  within  former  range  largely  unsuccessful,  except

where  maintained  by  winter  feeding,  until  1984.  Releases  near  Long  Point  and 
Napanee  now  expanding  rapidly.  Egg  dates:  8  May  to  25  July. 
M.  g.  silvestris. 

Northern  Bobwhite,  Colinus  virginianus  (Linnaeus)*  NOBO 

Uncommon  permanent  resident  in  the  extreme  south  (north  to  Middlesex 
and  Elgin  counties,  rare  to  southern  Huron  County  and  Hamilton);  for- 
merly to  Muskoka  and  Kingston  (Clarke,  1954).  Released  in  several  localities 
as  far  north  as  Ottawa.  Egg  dates:  21  May  to  19  September. 
C.  v.  virginianus. 

Yellow  Rail,  Coturnicops  noveboracensis  (Gmelin)*  YERA 

Uncommon  summer  resident  along  the  Hudson  Bay  and  James  Bay  coasts; 
rare  and  local  in  the  south  and  along  the  western  edge  of  the  province. 
Rare  migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (late  April)  early  May  to  late  October.  Egg 
dates:  12  to  30  June. 
C.  n.  noveboracensis. 

[Black  Rail,  Laterallus  jamaicensis  (Gmelin)  BLRA 

Four  undocumented  sight  records  are  mentioned  in  the  literature  between 
1857  and  1959  (Cottle,  1859;  Nash,  1894;  Baillie,  1951;  Speirs,  1959).] 

King  Rail,  Rallus  elegans  Audubon*  KIRA 

Rare  summer  resident  in  the  extreme  south  (near  Lake  Erie);  occasional, 
rare  north  to  the  Bruce  Peninsula  and  Ottawa.  Occasional,  rare  straggler 
in  winter  in  the  south  (northeast  to  Kingston).  Rare  migrant.  Principal  dates 
in  province:  early  May  to  late  October.  Egg  dates:  18  May  to  17  July. 
R.  e.  elegans. 

Virginia  Rail,  Rallus  limicola  Vieillot*  VIRA 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  south;  occasional,  rare  north  to  Kenora 
and  southern  James  Bay.  Occasional,  rare  winter  resident  in  the  south 
(north  to  Kingston).  Uncommon  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  late 
April  to  early  October.  Egg  dates:  4  May  to  19  July. 
R.  I.  limicola. 

Sora,  Porzana  Carolina  (Linnaeus)*  SORA 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  south;  becoming  rare  and  local  on  the 
Canadian  Shield  and  in  the  north,  but  occasional,  at  least  to  Hudson  Bay. 
Vagrant  in  winter  (Quilliam,  1973).  Uncommon  migrant.  Dates  in  province: 
(late  March)  mid  April  to  late  September  (mid  January).  Egg  dates:  4  May 
to  2  August.

Purple  Gallinule,  Porphyrula  martinica  (Linnaeus)  PUGA 

Occasional,  rare  straggler  in  the  south  (north  to  Ottawa),  most  often  in 
autumn.  Vagrant  in  the  north  (Moosonee).  First  reported  in  1892  (Fleming, 
1906);  at  least  four  reports  in  the  past  decade.  Dates  in  province:  early  April 
to  late  October. 

Common  Moorhen,  Gallimda  chloropus  (Linnaeus)*  COMO 

Uncommon  (to  locally  common)  summer  resident  in  the  south  (north  to 
Georgian  Bay  and  Ottawa);  occasional  summer  records  as  far  north  as 
Lake  Superior.  Occasional,  rare  straggler  in  winter  in  the  extreme  south. 
Common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  May  to  mid  October.  Egg 
dates:  4  May  to  21  July. 
G.  c.  cachinnans. 

American  Coot,  Fulica  americana  Gmelin*  AMCO 

Rare  (to  locally  common)  summer  resident,  north  to  Georgian  Bay  and 
Ottawa,  rare  north  to  Red  Lake  and  Kapuskasing;  sight  records  north  to 
Lake  River  and  Fort  Severn.  Rare  winter  resident  in  the  south  (north  to 
Manitoulin  Island).  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant,  mainly  in  the 
south;  vagrant  to  James  Bay.  Principal  dates  in  province:  late  March  to  late 
November.  Egg  dates:  4  May  to  16  July. 

F.  a.  americana. 

Sandhill  Crane,  Grus  canadensis  (Linnaeus)*  SACR 

Rare  to  locally  uncommon  summer  resident  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland, 
and  south  to  the  Cochrane  area;  also,  on  eastern  Lake  Superior  to  Sudbury, 
on  Manitoulin  Island,  at  the  top  of  the  Bruce  Peninsula,  in  the  Ottawa  area, 
and  in  western  Rainy  River  District;  formerly  in  Essex  and  Kent  counties. 
Populations  currently  increasing.  Occasional,  rare  winter  resident  in  the 
south.  Rare  migrant  in  the  south;  rare  to  common  migrant  in  the  west.  Principal 
dates  in  province:  early  April  to  early  October.  Egg  dates:  5  May  to  4  June. 

G.  c.  tabida  probably  the  form  breeding  in  the  Rainy  River  area,  in  the 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Sudbury  area,  on  Manitoulin  Island,  on  the  Bruce 
Peninsula,  and  in  the  Ottawa  area;  formerly  in  Essex  and  Kent  counties. 

G.  c.  canadensis  probably  a  rare  migrant  (Lumsden,  1971). 
G.  c.  rowani  possibly  the  form  breeding  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  and 
south  to  about  Pickle  Lake  and  Cochrane. 

Whooping  Crane,  Grus  americana  (Linnaeus)  WHCR 

Former  rare  (?)  migrant  in  the  province;  one  specimen:  (Queen's  University) 
Yarker,  Lennox  and  Addington  County,  September  1871  (Mcllwraith, 
1894).  Archaeological  material  (ROM  94282)  from  Fort  Albany.  Sight 
records:  Toronto,  prior  to  1887  (Chamberlain,  1887);  Parry  Sound  District, 
1895  (Fleming,  1901);  Long  Point,  June  1898  (Macoun,  1898). 
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Black-bellied  Plover,  Pluvialis  squatarola  (Linnaeus)  BBPL 

Common  (to  locally  abundant)  spring  and  autumn,  transient  throughout  the 
province.  Dates  in  province:  (early  April)  May  (late  June);  (July)  August 
to  late  October  (mid  December). 

Lesser  Golden-Plover,  Pluvialis  dominica  (Miiller)*  LEGP 

Rare  to  uncommon  summer  resident  in  the  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  region; 
occasional  elsewhere  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast.  Unexpected  elsewhere 
in  summer,  but  a  few  records  of  nonbreeding  birds  south  to  Point  Pelee. 
Rare  to  locally  common  spring,  and  uncommon  to  locally  abundant  autumn, 
migrant  and  transient.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  March)  mid  April  to  late 
September  (mid  December).  Egg  dates:  23  June  to  8  July. 
P.  d.  dominica. 

Mongolian  Plover,  Charadrius  mongolus  Pallas  MONP 

Vagrant;  one  photographic  record:  (ROM  PR  1569-1570)  Presqu'ile  Provin- 
cial Park,  4  May  1984  (McRae,  1985). 

Snowy  Plover,  Charadrius  alexandrinus  Linnaeus  SNPL 

Vagrant;  one  photographic  record:  Long  Point,  4  to  9  May  1987  (Collier  and 
Curson,  1988);  also  a  report  from  Long  Point,  9  May  1990  (Weir,  1990a). 
A  specimen  from  Toronto,  May  1880,  reported  by  Fleming  (1906),  was 
destroyed  and  no  description  exists.  Another  specimen  (now  missing)  men- 
tioned by  Ames  (1897)  was  from  an  unreliable  collector. 

Wilson's  Plover,  Charadrius  wilsonia  Ord  WIPL 

Vagrant;  one  documented  record:  Hamilton,  26  to  31  May  1990  (Weir  1990a); 
one  record  for  which  documentation  has  been  lost  (Goodwin,  1966);  and 
a  possible  occurrence  mentioned  by  Stirrett  (1973a). 

Semipalmated  Plover,  Charadrius  semipalmatus  Bonaparte*  SEPL 

Uncommon  summer  resident  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast  and  adjacent 
interior;  becoming  rare  southward  along  the  James  Bay  coast  to  the  Moo- 
sonee  area.  Common  migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  April)  early  May  to 
early  October  (early  December).  Egg  dates:  5  June  to  30  July. 

Piping  Plover,  Charadrius  melodus  Ord*  PIPL 

Now  rare  (and  occasional?)  summer  resident  on  Lake  of  the  Woods.  Appa- 
rently gone  from  the  south,  where  it  was  formerly  a  rare  to  locally  common 
nester  on  the  shores  of  the  Great  Lakes.  Rare  migrant.  Dates  in  province: 
(early  April)  early  May  to  mid  September  (mid  November).  Egg  dates:  8  May 
to  29  July. 
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Killdeer,  Charadrius  vociferus  Linnaeus*  KILL 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  south;  becoming  rare  and  local  in  the  north 
to  the  Hudson  Bay  coast.  Rare  in  winter  in  the  south  (north  to  Ottawa). 
Common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  mid  March  to  late  October. 
Egg  dates:  1  April  to  21  August. 
C.  v.  vociferus. 

American  Oystercatcher,  Haematopus  palliatus  Temminck  AMOY 

Vagrant;  one  specimen:  (ROM  90937)  Niagara  RM,  21  July  1960  (Lunn, 
1961).  One  sight  record:  Hamilton  area,  2  November  1985. 
H.  p.  palliatus. 

Black-necked  Stilt,  Himantopus  mexicanus  (Miiller)  BNST 

Vagrant;  one  photographic  record:  Stoney  Point,  Essex  County,  28  May 
to  16  June  1989  (Weir,  1989d;  Wormington  and  Curry,  1990).  Four  sight 
records  with  accepted  descriptions:  Timmins,  1  September  1955  (Baillie, 
1955);  Smithville,  Niagara  RM,  14  October  1979;  Sable  Island,  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  7  June  1981;  North  Bay,  12  to  23  June  1989. 

American  Avocet,  Recurvirostra  americana  Gmelin*  AMAV 

Rare  summer  resident;  one  breeding  record  at  Lake  of  the  Woods,  July  1980. 
Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  transient,  mainly  in  the  south.  Dates  in  prov- 
ince: (mid  April)  early  May  to  mid  October  (mid  December).  Egg  dates: 
unknown. 

Greater  Yellowlegs,  Tringa  melanoleuca  (Gmelin)*  GRYE 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  rare  south  to  Red 
Lake,  Jellicoe,  and  Cochrane.  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant. 
Dates  in  province:  (mid  March)  mid  April  to  late  October  (late  December). 
Egg  dates:  12  June  to  1  July. 

Lesser  Yellowlegs,  Tringa  flavipes  (Gmelin)*  LEYE 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  northern  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  rare  south 
to  Sandy  Lake  and  Moosonee.  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant. 
Dates  in  province:  (early  March)  mid  April  to  mid  October  (mid  December). 
Egg  dates:  4  to  12  June. 

Spotted  Redshank,  Tringa  erythropus  (Pallas)  SPRD 

Vagrant;  two  photographic  records:  (ROM  PR  1342)  Peterborough  County, 
8  May  1981  (James,  1983);  Casselman,  Prescott  and  Russell  County,  19  to 
24  July  1990  (Weir,  1990b).  One  sight  record:  Niagara  RM,  25  July  1976 
(Axtell,  Benham,  and  Black,  1977). 
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Solitary  Sandpiper,  Tringa  solitaria  Wilson*  SOSA 

Uncommon  summer  resident  throughout  the  north.  Uncommon  migrant. 
Dates  in  province:  (mid  March)  early  May  to  late  September  (early  Decem- 
ber). Egg  date:  28  June. 
T.  s.  solitaria. 

Willet,  Catoptrophorus  semipalmatus  (Gmelin)  WILL 

Occasional  reports  of  birds  in  summer  are  likely  nonbreeding  transients. 
Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  spring  and  autumn  transient,  most  often  seen 
in  the  south;  more  numerous  in  spring.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  April)  early 
May  to  early  June;  early  July  to  late  September  (late  October). 

C.  s.  inornatus. 

[C.  s.  semipalmatus  single  sight  record  at  Long  Point,  autumn  1985  (Weir,

Wandering  Tattler,  Heteroscelus  incanus  (Gmelin)  WATA

and  12  to  15  July  1960  (Beardslee  and  Mitchell,  1965). 

Spotted  Sandpiper,  Actitis  macularia  (Linnaeus)*  SPSA 

Common  summer  resident  throughout  the  province.  Vagrant  in  winter  (Weir, 
1982,  1987a).  Common  migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (late  March)  early  May 
to  late  September  (mid  January).  Egg  dates:  14  May  to  23  July. 

Upland  Sandpiper,  Bartramia  longicauda  (Bechstein)*  UPSA 

Uncommon  summer  resident  in  the  south  (but  rare  on  the  Canadian  Shield); 
rare  in  the  west  (Thunder  Bay  and  Rainy  River  District).  Uncommon 
migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (early  April)  late  April  to  mid  September  (late 
October).  Egg  dates:  12  May  to  9  July. 

Eskimo  Curlew,  Numenius  borealis  (Forster)  ESCU 

Now  nearly  extinct  and  unlikely  to  be  seen.  Former  regular  autumn  (and 
probably  spring)  transient,  more  numerous  in  the  north;  probably  common 
to  abundant  (Gollop,  Barry,  and  Iverson,  1986).  Dates  in  province:  April  to 
May;  August  to  October.

Rare  local  summer  resident  along  the  coasts  of  Hudson  Bay  and  northern 
James  Bay.  Uncommon  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant  and  transient.  Dates 
in  province:  (early  May)  mid  May  to  mid  September  (late  November).  Egg 
dates:  25  June  to  17  July. 
N.  p.  hudsonicus. 
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Slender-billed  Curlew,  Mumenius  tenuirostris  Vieillot  SBCU 

Vagrant;  one  specimen:  (BSNS  2092)  Niagara  RM,  October  1925  (Sheppard, 
I960;  Beardslee  and  Mitchell,  1965;  James  1983). 

Long-billed  Curlew,  Numenius  americanus  Bechstein  LBCU 

Vagrant;  one  photographic  record:  (ROM  PR  195-197)  Ajax,  Durham  RM, 
17  October  1959  (Speirs,  1960a),  has  been  accepted  by  OBRC  (Worming- 
ton,  1987).  A  sight  record  at  Kettle  Point,  24  July  1983  (Weir,  1983b),  remains 
controversial.  Although  mentioned  as  an  "irregular  visitor"  by  Mcllwraith 
(1886),  there  is  no  specimen  evidence  of  its  occurrence  at  that  time. 

Hudsonian  Godwit,  Limosa  haemastica  (Linnaeus)*  HUGO 

Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  summer  resident  along  the  coasts  of  Hudson 
Bay  and  the  northern  half  of  James  Bay.  Common  (to  abundant)  migrant 
and  transient  in  the  north,  rare  (to  locally  common)  in  the  south  and  west. 
Dates  in  province:  (late  April)  mid  May  to  mid  October  (late  November).  Egg 
dates:  unknown. 

Marbled  Godwit,  Limosa  fedoa  (Linnaeus)*  MAGO 

Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  summer  resident  along  the  James  Bay  coast; 
possibly  also  occasional  in  western  Rainy  River  District,  but  never  verified. 
Rare  migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  April)  mid  May  to  mid  September 
(late  September).  Egg  date:  1  July. 

Ruddy  Turnstone,  Arenaria  interpres  (Linnaeus)  RUTU 

Uncommon  (to  locally  abundant)  transient  throughout  the  province.  Dates 
in  province:  (mid  April)  mid  May  to  late  June;  mid  July  to  late  September 
(late  December). 
A.  i.  morinella  (only  ?). 

Red  Knot,  Calidris  canutus  (Linnaeus)  REKN 

Uncommon  (to  locally  abundant)  spring  and  autumn  transient,  most  numer- 
ous on  the  north  coast.  Dates  in  province:  (early  May)  mid  to  late  May 
(June);  (early  July)  September  (mid  November). 
C.  c.  rufa. 

Sanderling,  Calidris  alba  (Pallas)  SAND 

Common  spring  and  autumn  transient  throughout  the  province.  Dates  in 
province:  (mid  April)  May  (late  June);  (early  July)  September  to  October 
(late  December).  Although  Swainson  and  Richardson  (1831)  list  it  as  a 
summer  resident  on  the  north  coast,  they  likely  observed  only  transients. 

Semipalmated  Sandpiper,  Calidris  pusilla  (Linnaeus)*  SESA 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  region,  rare  to 
uncommon  along  the  rest  of  the  coast  of  Hudson  Bay.  Common  (to  abun- 
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dant)  migrant  and  transient.  Dates  in  province:  (late  April)  mid  May  to  early 
October  (late  November).  Egg  dates:  24  to  30  June. 

Western  Sandpiper,  Calidris  mauri  (Cabanis)  WESA 

Rare  (to  locally  common)  spring  and  autumn  transient  in  the  south.  Dates 
in  province:  early  May  to  early  June;  (mid  July)  August  to  September  (early 
December). 

[Rufous-necked  Stint,  Calidris  ruficollis  (Pallas)  RNST 

Three  sight  records:  Toronto,  1976;  Point  Pelee,  1983;  Erieau,  1986:  all 
rejected  by  OBRC  (James,  1982,  1984b;  Wormington,  1987.] 

Little  Stint,  Calidris  minuta  (Leisler)  LIST 

Vagrant;  one  specimen:  (NMC  68651)  North  Point,  James  Bay,  10  July  1979 
(Morrison,  1980). 

Least  Sandpiper,  Calidris  minutilla  (Vieillot)*  LESA 

Common  summer  resident  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast;  becoming  rare  in 
the  northern  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  and  south  along  the  James  Bay  coast 
to  Moosonee.  Common  migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (early  April)  early  May 
to  late  September  (late  December).  Egg  dates:  22  June  to  21  July. 

White-rumped  Sandpiper,  Calidris  fuscicollis  (Vieillot)  WRSA 

Common  spring  and  autumn  transient  on  the  north  coast;  rare  to  uncommon 
elsewhere  in  the  north;  locally  common  in  the  south  in  autumn,  rare  in 
spring.  Dates  in  province:  (early  May)  mid  May  to  early  June  (late  June); 
(early  July)  August  to  October  (early  December). 

Baird's  Sandpiper,  Calidris  bairdii  (Coues)  BASA 

Rare  spring  and  uncommon  autumn  transient.  Dates  in  province:  (mid 
April)  mid  May  to  early  June;  (mid  July)  August  to  mid  September  (late 
December). 

Pectoral  Sandpiper,  Calidris  melanotos  (Vieillot)*  PESA 

Rare  summer  resident  in  the  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  region.  Probably  occa- 
sional elsewhere  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast,  and  more  numerous  on 
occasion  in  the  Cape  region.  Vagrant  in  winter  (Weir,  1985a).  Common  (to 
locally  abundant)  migrant  and  transient.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  March) 
early  April  to  late  October  (early  January).  Egg  dates:  unknown. 

Sharp-tailed  Sandpiper,  Calidris  acuminata  (Horsfield)  SHSA 

Vagrant;  two  accepted  sight  records:  Dundas,  Hamilton-Wentworth  RM, 

19  November  to  5  December  1975  (Wormington,  1986);  Essex  County, 

20  August  1988  (Weir,  1989a;  Wormington  and  Curry,  1990). 
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Purple  Sandpiper,  Calidris  maritima  (Briinnich)  PUSA 

Occasional,  rare  in  summer  on  the  north  coast  and  in  the  south  (nonbreed- 
ing).  Occasional,  rare  in  winter  in  the  south  (north  to  Ottawa).  Usually 
rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  autumn  transient  on  Lake  Ontario  and  the  north 
coast;  occasional,  rare  spring  transient.  Principal  dates  in  province:  late  Octo- 
ber to  late  December. 

Dunlin,  Calidris  alpina  (Linnaeus)*  DUNL 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  and  extreme  north- 
western coastal  areas,  less  numerous  along  the  rest  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
coast;  unlikely  elsewhere,  but  records  of  nonbreeding  birds  south  to  Lake 
Erie.  Vagrant  in  winter  (Goodwin,  1980a).  Common  to  abundant  migrant  and 
transient.  Dates  in  province;  (late  March)  late  April  to  early  November  (early 
January).  Egg  dates:  23  June  to  20  July. 
C.  a.  pacifica. 

Curlew  Sandpiper,  Calidris  ferruginea  (Pontoppidan)  CUSA 

Occasional,  rare  straggler  in  the  south,  usually  in  spring  and  autumn.  First 
reported  in  1886  (Fleming,  1906);  at  least  12  reports  in  the  past  decade. 
Dates  in  province:  mid  May  to  late  October. 

Stilt  Sandpiper,  Calidris  himantopus  (Bonaparte)*  STSA 

Common  summer  resident  in  the  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  region,  rare  to 
uncommon  elsewhere  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast.  Rare  (to  locally  uncom- 
mon) migrant  and  transient  in  spring,  uncommon  (to  locally  common)  in 
autumn.

no  subspecies  recognized  because  of  mixed  origins.

Common  summer  resident  in  southern  agricultural  areas;  becoming  rare, 
north  to  Sioux  Lookout  and  Cochrane;  wandering  north  to  the  Hudson  Bay 
coast.  Locally  common  winter  resident  in  the  agricultural  south;  occasional, 
rare  north  to  Thunder  Bay,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  Englehart.  Common 
migrant.  Egg  dates:  19  March  to  28  September. 

Z.  m.  carolinensis  breeds  across  the  province. 

Z.  m.  marginella  breeds  across  the  province,  possibly  more  usual  in 
the  west. 

Passenger  Pigeon,  Ectopistes  migratorius  (Linnaeus)*  PAPI

Common 
migrant.  Dates  in  province:  (late  April)  mid  May  to  mid  September  (early 
November).  Egg  dates:  20  May  to  8  September. 

Yellow-billed  Cuckoo,  Coccyzus  americanus  (Linnaeus)*  YBCU 

Rare  to  uncommon  summer  resident  in  southern  agricultural  areas;  rare 
north  to  Sudbury;  occasional  north  to  Atikokan,  Thunder  Bay,  and  Wawa. 
Uncommon  migrant  (vagrant  north  to  Moosonee).  Dates  in  province:  (early 
May)  mid  May  to  mid  September  (mid  November).  Egg  dates:  23  May  to 
7  August.

Groove-billed  Ani,  Crotophaga  sulcirostris  Swainson  GBAN

Red-winged  Blackbird,  Agelaius  phoeniceus  (Linnaeus)*  RWBL 

Abundant  summer  resident  in  the  south;  locally  common  in  the  north  to 
Sandy  Lake  and  Moosonee;  rare  north  to  Hudson  Bay.  Uncommon  winter 
resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Toronto);  occasional,  rare  (to  uncommon) 
north  to  Thunder  Bay  and  Moosonee.  Abundant  migrant.  Principal  dates 
in  province:  early  March  to  late  December.  Egg  dates:  5  April  to  3  August. 
A.  p.  arctolegus  breeds  across  the  province  east  to  Nipigon  and  Moosonee, 

intergrading  to  the  southeast  with  phoeniceus. 
A.  p.  phoeniceus  breeds  in  the  south,  and  in  the  north  to  Chapleau  and 
Cochrane,  intergrading  to  the  northwest  with  arctolegus. 

Eastern  Meadowlark,  Sturnella  magna  (Linnaeus)*  EAME 

Common  summer  resident  in  agricultural  areas  of  the  south;  rare  in  the 
north  to  Thunder  Bay  and  western  Rainy  River  District,  and  in  the  extreme 
east  to  agricultural  areas  of  the  Clay  Belt  (to  northern  Timiskaming  District). 
Rare  winter  resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Kingston);  vagrant  in  the  north 
(Dorion).  Common  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  mid  March  to  mid 
November.  Egg  dates:  2  May  to  3  August. 
S.  m.  magna. 

Western  Meadowlark,  Sturnella  neglecta  Audubon*  WEME 

Common  summer  resident  in  western  Rainy  River  District;  rare  in  the 
Thunder  Bay  area;  rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  in  the  south  in  agricultural 
areas,  mainly  west  of  Toronto.  Rare  migrant;  wandering  north  to  Sandy  Lake 
and  Moosonee.  Dates  in  province:  (mid  March)  early  April  to  mid  October 
(late  December).  Egg  dates:  16  May  to  3  July. 
S.  n.  neglecta. 

Yellow-headed  Blackbird,  YHBL 

Xanthocephalus  xanthocephalus  (Bonaparte)* 

Locally  uncommon  summer  resident  in  the  west  at  Rainy  River  and  Atiko- 
kan;  rare  at  Thunder  Bay;  locally  uncommon  in  the  south  (Essex  and  Kent 
counties);  possibly  in  Haldimand-Norfolk  RM.  Summer  records  from  Red 
Lake,  Longlac,  and  Simcoe  County.  First  breeding  reported  in  1961  (Baillie, 
1961);  slowly  expanding  in  Ontario;  sight  records  north  to  Moosonee  in 
spring,  summer,  and  autumn.  Occasional,  rare  in  winter  in  the  south.  Rare 
migrant.

Locally  uncommon  summer  resident,  Kenora  to  Thunder  Bay,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  to  North  Bay,  Manitoulin  Island,  and  the  Bruce  Peninsula;  rare, 
north  to  Red  Lake,  Geraldton,  and  Timiskaming  District,  south  to  Point 
Pelee,  east  to  Prince  Edward  county.  Occasional,  rare  in  winter  in  the  south 
(north  to  Manitoulin  Island);  also  in  the  north  at  Thunder  Bay,  Schreiber, 
and  Matachewan.  Rare  (to  locally  uncommon)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in 
province:  early  April  to  mid  November.  Egg  dates:  6  May  to  26  June. 

Great-tailed  Grackle,  Quiscalus  mexicanus  (Gmelin)  GTGR 

Vagrant;  two  photographic  records:  (ROM  PR  2033-2045)  Atikokan,  7  to 
25  October  1987  (Elder,  1988);  Port  Rowan,  19  November  1988  to  6  January 
1989  (Weir,  1989a,  1989c). 

Common  Grackle,  Quiscalus  quiscula  (Linnaeus)*  COGR 

Abundant  summer  resident  in  the  south,  locally  common  in  the  north  to  Big 
Trout  Lake  and  Fort  Albany;  vagrant  to  Winisk  (Schueler,  Baldwin,  and 
Rising,  1974).  Rare  (to  locally  common)  winter  resident  in  the  south;  occa- 
sional, rare  (to  uncommon)  in  the  north  to  Thunder  Bay  and  Moosonee. 
Abundant  migrant.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  March  to  late  Decem- 
ber. Egg  dates:  4  April  to  12  July. 
Q.  q.  versicolor. 

Brown-headed  Cowbird,  Molothrus  ater  (Boddaert)*  BHCO 

Common  summer  resident  across  the  province,  north  to  Kenora,  Lake  Nipi- 
gon,  and  Cochrane;  rare  to  Pickle  Lake  and  Moosonee.  Rare  to  uncommon 
winter  resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Ottawa);  occasional,  rare  in  the  north 
(Thunder  Bay).  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant.  Principal  dates  in 
province:  mid  March  to  late  December.  Egg  dates:  17  April  to  5  August. 
M.  a.  ater  breeds  across  the  province,  west  to  Lake  Nipigon,  intergrading 

with  artemisiae  in  the  west. 
M.  a.  artemisiae  intergrades  with  ater  in  the  west,  east  to  Lake  Nipigon; 
vagrant  at  James  Bay  (Godfrey,  1951;  Manning,  1952).

Uncommon  local  summer  resident  in  the  Deciduous  Forest  Region;  rare 
north  to  Georgian  Bay  and  Kingston.  Uncommon  migrant;  vagrant  in  the 
north  (Terrace  Bay).  Dates  in  province:  (mid  April)  mid  May  to  late  August 
(late  September).  Egg  dates:  24  May  to  10  July. 

Northern  Oriole,  Icterus  galbula  (Linnaeus)*  NOOR 

Common  summer  resident  north  to  Georgian  Bay  and  Ottawa,  uncommon 
north  to  Kenora,  Thunder  Bay,  and  Sudbury;  occasional,  rare  to  Red  Lake, 
Hearst,  and  Timiskaming  District.  Occasional,  rare  winter  resident  in  the 
south  (north  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  Kingston).  Common  migrant;  wanders 
north  to  Moosonee.  Principal  dates  in  province:  early  May  to  early  Septem- 
ber. Egg  dates:  18  May  to  24  June.

Brambling,  Fringilla  montifringilla  Linnaeus  BRAM 

Vagrant;  two  photographic  records:  (ROM  PR  1457-1464,  1632-1637) 
Atikokan,  23  to  26  October  1983  (James,  1984b);  (ROM  PR  2048)  Bramp- 
ton, Peel  RM,  12  to  18  November  1980  (Coady  and  Wormington,  1989). 

Rosy  Finch,  Leucosticte  arctoa  (Pallas)  ROFI 

Occasional,  rare  straggler  in  winter,  usually  in  the  west;  three  records  from 
Thunder  Bay  (first  in  1963;  Baillie,  1964),  two  from  Dryden,  and  one  from 
Manitoulin  Island.  Dates  in  province:  early  November  to  late  March.

Rare  summer  resident  south  of  the  latitude  of  Toronto,  becoming  common 
north  to  Sandy  Lake  and  Moosonee;  occasional,  rare  north  to  Fort  Severn 
and  Sutton  Lake.  Rare  to  common  winter  erratic  in  the  south  (north  to 
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Manitoulin  Island);  also  occasional,  rare  (to  uncommon)  to  Thunder  Bay  in 
the  north.

Rare  to  locally  abundant  erratic  south 
to  Lake  Erie,  autumn  to  spring.  Egg  date:  19  August.

Common  Redpoll,  Carduelis  flammea  (Linnaeus)*  CORE 

Common  summer  resident  along  the  Hudson  Bay  coast;  occasional,  rare 
south  to  Attawapiskat  Lake  and  Moosonee;  summer  sight  records  of  non- 
breeding  (?)  birds  from  Kenora,  Thunder  Bay,  and  Smoky  Falls.  Uncommon 
to  common  erratic  throughout  all  but  the  far  north  of  the  province,  late 
autumn  to  early  spring.  Common  to  locally  abundant  migrant  in  the  north. 
Egg  dates:  16  June  to  22  July.

Common  to  locally  abun- 
dant winter  erratic  in  the  south;  becoming  occasional,  north  to  Sioux  Look- 
out and  Cochrane.  Locally  common  (to  abundant)  migrant.  Egg  dates:  (?) 
March  to  23  July. 
C.  p.  pinus. 

Lesser  Goldfinch,  Carduelis  psaltria  (Say)  LEGO 

Vagrant;  one  sight  record:  Toronto,  10  August  1982  (James,  1983);  it  was 
accepted  by  OBRC,  but  I  have  some  doubts  that  it  was  a  natural  occurrence. 

American  Goldfinch,  Carduelis  tristis  (Linnaeus)*  AMGO 

Common  summer  resident  north  to  Sioux  Lookout  and  Cochrane;  occasional, 
rare  to  southern  James  Bay;  vagrant  at  Attawapiskat.  Common  winter 
resident  in  the  south  (north  to  Georgian  Bay  and  Ottawa);  becoming  occa- 
sional, north  to  Kenora  and  Cochrane.  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant. 
Egg  dates:  13  June  to  24  September. 

C.  t.  tristis  breeds  across  the  province,  west  to  Kenora,  intergrading  with 
pallida  west  of  Lake  Superior. 

C.  t.  pallida  breeds  in  the  extreme  west. 

Evening  Grosbeak,  Coccothraustes  vesper tinus  (Cooper)*  EVGR 

Common  summer  resident  across  the  province,  north  to  Pickle  Lake  and 
Moosonee,  south  to  Simcoe  County  and  Brockville;  occasional,  rare  to 
Haldimand-Norfolk  RM.  Common  winter  resident  in  the  south;  uncommon 
in  the  northern  summer  range,  north  to  about  the  latitude  of  northern  Lake 
Superior.  Common  (to  locally  abundant)  migrant.  Egg  dates:  13  June  to 
4  July.

House  Sparrow,  Passer  domesticus  (Linnaeus)*  HOSP 

Common  to  locally  abundant  permanent  resident,  north  to  Georgian  Bay 
and  Ottawa;  becoming  increasingly  uncommon  and  local,  north  to  Red 
Lake  and  Moosonee;  vagrant  to  the  north  coast.  Egg  dates:  4  April  to 
14  August.  Introduced  to  Ontario  about  1870.

Appendix  II:  Comments  on  Subspecific  Variation 

Comments  follow  on  the  subspecific  affinities  of  Ontario  birds,  where  this  checklist 
is  at  variance  with  the  fifth  edition  of  the  AOU  checklist  (AOU,  1957)  or  the  pre- 
vious Ontario  checklist  (James,  McLaren,  and  Barlow,  1976),  or  where  subsequent 
studies  indicate  changes  should  be  considered. 

Northern  Fulmar,  Fulmarus  glacialis 

A  single  specimen  (ROM  154524),  collected  15  January  1989  at  Presqu'ile  Provincial 
Park,  is  the  only  indication  of  F.  g.  glacialis  in  Ontario  (culmen  40.7  mm,  bill  width 
at  base  21.0  mm). 

Fulvous  Whistling-Duck,  Dendrocygna  hicolor 

Palmer  (1976)  indicates  that  no  subspecies  are  recognized  by  recent  authorities. 

Greater  Snow  Goose,  Chen  caerulescens  atlantica 

Definitive  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  this  form  in  Ontario  is  currently  lacking,  in  . 
my  estimation.  Only  one  specimen  labelled  atlantica  is  available,  a  large-billed  bird 
in  ROM  collections:  it  is  within  the  size  range  of  C.  c.  caerulescens  given  by  Palmer 
(1976),  and  was  taken  in  summer  where  C.  c.  caerulescens  is  expected. 

Canada  Goose,  Branta  canadensis 

As  indicated  by  Palmer  (1976),  the  nomenclature  and  distinctiveness  of  races  are 
subject  to  disagreement  and  further  revision.  Racial  identities  have  been  broken 
down  because  of  local  extinctions,  releases  of  questionable  origin,  escaped  captives, 
and  altered  migration  routes;  however,  as  the  designations  provided  by  Palmer 
(1976)  allow  reasonable  separation  on  the  basis  of  measurements  and  plumages,  I 
have  used  them  as  the  basis  for  my  assessment  and  nomenclature. 

Specimens  labelled  B.  c.  parvipes  in  ROM  collections  all  have  measurements  that 
fall  within  Palmer's  range  for  B.  c.  hutchinsii;  hence  I  am  not  aware  of  specimens 
of  parvipes  from  Ontario,  although  Bellrose  (1976)  indicates  that  birds  of  this  form 
migrate  through  the  province. 

American  Black  Duck,  Anas  rubripes 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  these  birds  breed  extensively  with  the  Mallard,  recent 
biochemical  studies  have  indicated  that  these  two  forms  are  virtually  indistinguish- 
able genetically.  Some  now  consider  that  the  Black  Duck  should  probably  be  consid-

ered  only  a  mclanistic  morph  of  the  Mallard  (Ankncy  ct  al.,  1986;  Aviso,  Ankney, 
and  Nelson,  1990). 

Blue-winged  Teal,  Anas  discors 

Birds  from  Ontario  (James  Bay)  labelled  A.  d.  orphna  are  indistinguishable  from  any 
other  Ontario  Blue-winged  Teal. 

Common  Eider,  Somateria  mollissima 

The  relative  frequency  of  S.  m.  sedentaria  and  S.  m.  dresseri  in  southern  Ontario  is 
uncertain,  as  very  few  winter  specimens  have  ever  been  collected.  The  winter  speci- 
men from  Lake  Simcoe  is  sedentaria  in  my  opinion.  I  have  not  examined  a  Niagara 
specimen  in  the  Buffalo  Museum  assigned  to  sedentaria  by  Snyder  (unpubl.  ms.). 

Bald  Eagle,  Haliaeetus  leucocephalus 

Robbins  (1960)  indicated  that  banded  eagles  raised  in  Florida,  H.  I.  leucocephalus, 
had  been  recovered  in  Ontario.  Two  immature  specimens  in  the  ROM  conform  to 
measurements  of  leucocephalus  as  given  by  Friedmann  (1950). 

Red-tailed  Hawk,  Buteo  jamaicensis 

There  is  no  evidence  that  B.  j.  calurus  breeds  in  Ontario.  All  adults  from  the  breeding 
season  (except  kriderii)  conform  to  borealis,  not  calurus.  There  is  a  nestling  in  ROM 
collections  labelled  calurus,  but  it  is  very  similar  to  a  nestling  kriderii  that  was  collected 
with  an  adult  to  confirm  the  identity. 

Merlin,  Falco  columbarius 

There  are  a  number  of  pale-coloured  migrants  in  ROM  collections  conforming  to 
F.  c.  bendirei.  These  then  cast  doubt  on  the  racial  identity  of  the  richardsonii  sight 
record  of  Wormington  (1984b). 

Peregrine  Falcon,  Falco  peregrinus 

Birds  from  Ontario,  typical  of  those  described  as  F.  p.  tundrius  (White,  1968),  are 
readily  distinguished  from  F.  p.  anatum  and  merit  subspecific  definition  in  my 
opinion.  There  are  also  several  specimens  of  plumage  that  is  intermediate  between 
typical  tundrius  or  anatum  formerly  taken  as  migrants  in  Ontario.  The  zone  of 
intergradation  was  unlikely  to  have  been  in  Ontario. 

Gray  Partridge,  Perdix  perdix 

I  have  insufficient  comparative  material  to  attempt  to  assign  subspecific  identities 
to  Ontario  birds,  but  there  are  substantial  differences  in  some  from  P.  p.  perdix  of 
England.  A  mixture  of  varieties  is  probable  as  birds  from  several  European  countries 
were  introduced  (Snyder,  unpubl.  ms.). 

Ring-necked  Pheasant,  Phasianus  colchicus 

Introductions  were  from  a  variety  of  places  and  no  identifiable  subspecies  can  be 
recognized. 

Spruce  Grouse,  Dendragapus  canadensis 

The  analysis  by  Rand  (1948)  presents  a  good  assessment  of  variation  in  Ontario. 
There  is  a  wide  belt  of  intergradation  between  D.  c.  canadensis  and  D.  c.  canace 
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across  the  province  and,  with  much  individual  variation,  the  two  forms  are  distinctive 
only  at  the  extreme  ends  of  their  ranges.  Most  birds  in  southern  Ontario  conform 
to  canace,  but  individuals  of  this  type  may  be  found  north  to  Lac  Seul  and  southern 
James  Bay.  Birds  more  similar  to  canadensis  are  found  south  to  the  Georgian 
Bay  area. 

Willow  Ptarmigan,  Lagopus  lagopus 

The  single  bird  from  Whitby  previously  listed  as  L.  /.  ungavus  cannot  be  placed  in  any 
subspecies  on  the  basis  of  bill  measurements. 

Ruffed  Grouse,  Bonasa  umbellus 

Extensive  intergradation  makes  areas  of  separation  somewhat  arbitrary.  Typically, 
birds  from  northern  Ontario  considered  by  Todd  (1940,  1947)  to  be  a  separate 
form,  obscura,  are  readily  separable  from  togata.  The  forms  monticola  and  togata  are 
more  difficult  to  separate.  The  obscura  form  is,  if  anything,  doubtfully  separated 
from  umbelloides.  Although  typical  forms  of  each  can  be  distinguished,  they  intergrade 
gradually  from  east  to  west.  Birds  labelled  umbelloides  from  western  Ontario  are 
closer  to  obscura  in  form  than  to  typical  umbelloides.  A  single  pale  gray  bird  (incana) 
from  western  Ontario  is  notably  distinct  from  any  of  the  other  Ontario  birds. 

Sharp-tailed  Grouse,  Tympanuchus  phasianellus 

Birds  typical  of  T.  p.  campestris  obviously  occur  in  the  Kenora  to  Rainy  River  area 
and  probably  breed  there,  but  the  few  specimens  from  the  breeding  season  are 
more  typical  of  T.  p.  phasianellus.  These  two  forms  apparently  interbreed  in  the  area. 

Birds  typical  of  campestris  occur  and  probably  breed  in  southern  Algoma  and 
Manitoulin  districts,  but  material  is  all  collected  in  autumn.  A  single  bird  labelled 
T.  p.  jamesi  in  the  ROM  is  a  mislabelled  campestris,  in  my  opinion. 

Sandhill  Crane,  Grus  canadensis 

Although  measurements  given  by  Walkinshaw  (1965)  seem  to  provide  reasonably 
good  separation  of  three  subspecies  that  affect  Ontario,  considerable  doubt  has 
been  expressed  as  to  whether  morphological  variation  really  reflects  geographic 
distribution  (Tacha,  Vohs,  and  Warde,  1985).  This  species  has  only  recently  moved 
(back)  into  Ontario  in  numbers  (Lumsden,  1971;  Tebbel,  1981),  and  there  are  few 
specimens  on  which  to  base  any  subspecific  determination,  even  if  the  named  forms 
prove  to  be  distinguishable. 

Piping  Plover,  Charadrius  melodus 

As  the  extent  of  belting  on  the  breast  is  of  doubtful  significance  in  delineating  sub- 
species (Wilcox,  1959),  as  both  belted  and  unbelted  birds  have  been  found  in  On- 
tario, and  as  there  is  some  mixing  between  populations  in  eastern  and  central  North 
America  (Haig  and  Oring,  1988),  I  see  no  way  to  distinguish  racial  differences  based 
on  such  a  character. 

Ruddy  Turnstone,  Arenaria  interpres 

Birds  from  Ontario  show  considerable  variation,  and  could  even  represent  intergrada- 
tion between  A.  i.  interpres  and  A.  i.  morinella  if  not  pure  interpres.  If  these  subspecies 
can  be  separated,  I  cannot  be  certain  what  the  Ontario  specimens  represent  without 
additional  material  for  comparison. 
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Short-billed  Dowitcher,  Limnodromus  griseus 

Few  specimens  have  ever  been  taken  in  Ontario  in  summer,  indicating  that  there  is, 
at  best,  a  thin  scattering  of  nesting  birds.  Ontario  lies  between  the  main  breeding 
ranges  of  two  subspecies;  birds  from  Ontario  can  appear  similar  to  either  type,  or  are 
of  intermediate  plumage  (also  indicated  by  Pitelka,  1950),  suggesting  that  there  is 
a  mixture  of  both  here. 

Thayer's  Gull,  Larus  thayeri 

I  prefer  to  follow  Godfrey  (1986)  in  considering  this  form  a  subspecies  of  Iceland 
Gull,  L.  glaucoides.  I  have  not  personally  undertaken  a  thorough  review,  but  speci- 
mens in  the  NMC  and  the  ROM  support  this  conclusion,  as  do  the  observations  of 
Gaston  and  Decker  (1985),  and  Snell  (1989). 

Lesser  Black-backed  Gull,  Larus  fuscus 

All  specimens,  photographs,  and  written  reports  available  indicate  that  birds  are  the 
slate-gray-backed  form,  graellsii,  with  one  or  two  possible  exceptions  (Weir,  1987b; 
and  an  unpublished  description  in  the  ROM). 

Black  Guillemot,  Cepphus  grylle 

I  have  inadequate  material  to  review  subspecific  variation.  Salomonson  (1944)  and 
Storer  (1952)  have  identified  the  largely  sedentary  Hudson/James  Bay  population 
as  belonging  to  ultimus.  It  is  possible  that  some  of  the  winter  occurrences  in  the  south 
are  atlantis. 

Band-tailed  Pigeon,  Columba  fasciata 

Although  ROM  collections  include  no  C.  f.  fasciata  for  comparison,  the  Ontario 
specimen  is  darker  overall  than  other  monilis  from  British  Columbia. 

Mourning  Dove,  Zenaida  macroura 

Birds  typical  of  and  intermediate  between  marginella  and  carolinensis  occur  through- 
out Ontario  in  summer  and  during  migration  seasons.  Most  of  the  few  available 
from  west  of  Lake  Superior  resemble  marginella.  If  these  two  forms  are  maintained, 
then  Ontario  must  fall  in  a  zone  of  overlap  and  intergradation,  as  indicated  by 
Aldrich,  Duvall,  and  Gies  (1958). 

Great  Horned  Owl,  Bubo  virginianus 

Birds  from  most  of  northern  Ontario  are  distinctively  different  from  B.  v.  virginianus, 
as  described  by  Snyder  (1961),  and  I  accept  his  designation,  scalariventris.  The  much 
more  rufous-coloured  virginianus  of  southern  Ontario  is  easily  distinguished,  although 
in  the  northern  parts  of  southern  Ontario  and  along  the  southern  fringes  of  northern 
Ontario  there  is  some  rufous  influence  in  scalariventris.  Toward  the  western  part  of 
the  province,  birds  appear  to  be  much  lighter  and  approach  the  prairie  birds,  sub- 
arcticus,  in  colour  (subarcticus  rather  than  wapacuthu  as  per  Manning  1952,  pp.  63- 
64).  There  are  no  birds  in  ROM  collections  resembling  subarcticus  in  summer  from 
northern  Ontario,  north  of  the  range  of  scalariventris,  to  indicate  that  subarcticus 
breeds  across  the  far  north,  but  it  may  be  the  usual  form  in  the  northwest. 

A  single  bird  from  Ontario  in  winter  suggested  to  be  occidentalis  (James,  McLaren, 
and  Barlow,  1976)  is  referable  to  subarcticus -like  birds  that  occur  in  the  western 
part  of  the  province.  It  is  slightly  more  rufous  than  typical  subarcticus,  as  are  scalariven- 
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tris  and  subarcticus  from  the  southern  parts  of  western  Ontario.  However,  I  agree 
with  Godfrey  (1986)  that  prairie  birds  in  Canada  are  very  subarcticus-like,  and  notice- 
ably paler  than  occidentalis.  Southern  prairie  birds  may  be  more  rufous  than  subarc- 
ticus from  farther  north,  as  shows  in  western  Ontario  summer  birds. 

Red-headed  Woodpecker,  Melanerpes  erythrocephalus 

I  see  no  reason  to  place  birds  in  western  Ontario  into  a  separate  subspecies.  Although 
the  sample  size  is  small  (four  males  and  three  females),  the  wing  measurement  of 
only  one  bird  exceeds  those  of  M.  e.  erythrocephalus  as  given  by  Brodkorb  (1935), 
while  wing  measurements  of  three  others  are  below  the  lower  limits  given  for 
M.  e.  caurinus. 

Downy  Woodpecker,  Picoides  pubescens 

I  see  no  significant  and  consistent  differences  between  the  Downy  Woodpeckers  from 
any  part  of  the  province,  and  all  should  be  referred  to  one  subspecies.  Measurements 
and  colour  characteristics  overlap  throughout  the  province.  Ouellet  (1977)  also  found 
only  medianus  in  Ontario,  with  birds  from  north  of  the  latitude  of  Lake  Nipigon 
more  intermediate  in  characteristics  between  medianus  and  nelsoni. 

Hairy  Woodpecker,  Picoides  villosus 

I  see  little  significant  or  consistent  difference  between  northern  and  southern  birds. 
Northern  birds  may  average  slightly  larger,  but  shorter-winged  birds  can  be  found 
north  to  James  Bay  and  longer-winged  birds  south  to  Lake  Ontario.  Measurements 
for  any  specimen  scarcely  reach  125  mm,  or  well  below  the  size  given  by  Ridgway 
(1914)  for  the  septentrionalis  race,  and  even  below  the  arbitrary  size  given  by  Snyder 
(1953).  No  consistent  colour  differences  were  noted  either.  However,  a  more  exten- 
sive study  by  Ouellet  (1977)  indicates  that  two  subspecies,  with  centres  of  distribution 
either  side  of  Ontario,  form  a  broad  band  of  intergradation  across  the  central  part 
of  the  province. 

Northern  Flicker,  Colaptes  auratus 

While  there  may  be  slight  average  differences  in  wing  measurement  between  birds 
of  southern  and  northern  Ontario,  as  noted  by  Godfrey  (1986),  these  are  insufficient 
to  distinguish  two  "yellow-shafted"  subspecies  clearly. 

While  several  "yellow-shafted"  birds  with  a  few  reddish  primary  shafts  have  been 
taken  in  Ontario,  the  only  evidence  for  a  "red-shafted"  form  is  the  single  bird 
photographed  at  Thunder  Bay,  20  November  1988.  From  the  photographs  the  sub- 
species is  uncertain,  but  appears  to  be  collaris. 

Horned  Lark,  Eremophila  alpestris 

Birds  from  northern  Ontario  may  be  similar  to  either  hoyti,  paler  yellowish  about  the 
head  and  with  a  less  vinaceous  colour,  or  to  alpestris,  with  strong  yellows  and  darker 
backs.  Most,  however,  are  intermediate  with  rather  paler  yellows  and  more  vinaceous 
backs. 

The  birds  from  western  Rainy  River,  considered  by  Snyder  (1938)  to  be  enthymia, 
are  much  darker  than  typical  enthymia  from  the  central  prairies,  are  darker  than 
birds  from  Manitoba,  and  are  scarcely  lighter  than  birds  from  southern  Ontario. 
These  western  birds  may  be  somewhat  intermediate,  but  are  more  like  praticola 
than  enthymia,  in  my  estimation. 
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Cliff  Swallow,  Hirundo  pyrrhonota 

The  supposed  hypopolia  from  Fort  Severn  has  a  pale  rump,  but  otherwise  conforms 

to  the  nominate  form  as  found  throughout  Ontario. 

Carolina  Chickadee,  Parus  carolinensis 

Several  recent  studies  clearly  confirm  interbreeding  with  Black-capped  Chickadees 

(Robbins,  Braun.  and  Tobey,  1986;  Braun  and  Robbins,  1986;  Mack  et  al.,  1986). 

Bewick's  Wren,  Thryomanes  bewickii 

Perhaps  there  is  insufficient  material,  but  I  can  see  no  substantive  differences  between 

the  races  altus  and  bewickii  among  birds  so  labelled  in  ROM  collections. 

House  Wren,  Troglodytes  aedon 

Although  Godfrey  (1986)  suggests  merging  baldwini  and  aedon,  there  seems  to  me 
to  be  reason  for  maintaining  them.  Birds  from  Manitoulin  Island  are  quite  brown, 
but  birds  from  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  southern  Sudbury  districts  show  definitely 
grayer  plumages,  as  do  some  from  Parry  Sound  District. 

Veery,  Catharus  fuscescens 

In  eastern  Ontario,  south  or  north,  birds  tend  to  be  less  olivaceous  than  the  western 
salicicola,  but  there  is  considerable  variation,  with  birds  from  more  northern  localit- 
ies being  browner  than  southern  birds.  Although  birds  referable  to  salicicola  have 
been  taken  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  on  Manitoulin  Island  in  the  breeding  season, 
these  seem  to  be  unusual.  A  single  bird  from  Rossport  on  northern  Lake  Superior  is 
slightly  more  olivaceous  rather  than  richer  brown.  More  material  is  needed  from 
northern  Ontario  but,  from  available  material,  I  believe  salicicola  is  primarily  west- 
ern and  fuscescens  eastern,  with  a  few  salicicola-Yike  birds  penetrating  at  Sault 
Ste.  Marie. 

Gray-cheeked  Thrush,  Catharus  minimus 

Small  birds  referable  to  bicknelli,  primarily  on  the  basis  of  size,  occur  in  southern 
Ontario  during  migration.  I  agree  with  Godfrey  (1986)  that  the  rest  in  Ontario 
should  be  aliciae,  as  the  few  Newfoundland  birds  in  ROM  collections  are  notably 
different  ( =  minimus). 

Brown  Thrasher,  Toxostoma  rufum 

If  the  race  longicauda  is  upheld,  there  is  insufficient  material  from  western  Ontario 
to  indicate  that  birds  there  are  any  different  from  birds  in  the  rest  of  the  province, 
but  they  may  be  intermediate. 

Northern  Shrike,  Lanius  excubitor 

Birds  from  Ontario  are  consistently  darker  than  birds  from  much  farther  west  in 
Canada.  Birds  from  Manitoba  are  a  shade  lighter  than  in  Ontario,  but  darker  than 
far  western  birds.  Ontario  may  be  an  area  of  transition  from  eastern  to  western  forms, 
but  birds  here  are  more  similar  to  borealis. 

Yellow  Warbler,  Dendroica  petechia 

Birds  in  northern  Ontario  are  rather  uniformly  darker,  including  those  in  western 
Rainy  River  District.  A  few  lighter  birds  appear  as  far  north  as  Attawapiskat.  In 
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southern  Ontario  many  birds  as  far  south  as  Lake  Erie  are  scarcely  lighter  than  in 
the  north,  and  even  the  lighter  aestiva-\'\ke  birds  are  not  as  pale  as  birds  from  the 
southern  United  States.  Southern  Ontario  seems  more  of  an  area  of  intergradation 
between  aesiiva  and  amnicola. 

American  Redstart,  Setophaga  ruticilla 

I  see  no  reason  for  considering  birds  from  the  extreme  south  of  the  province  as  any 
different  from  the  rest.  Although  I  have  continued  to  use  tricolora,  I  do  not  have 
sufficient  material  to  know  whether  it  should  be  maintained. 

Ovenbird,  Seiurus  aurocapillus 

Variation  in  the  colour  of  Ontario  birds,  especially  immatures  and  fresh-plumaged 
adults,  overlaps  that  of  furvior,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  identify  any  single  migrant 
as  belonging  to  the  Newfoundland  race. 

Northern  Waterthrush,  Seiurus  noveboracensis 

There  is  no  indication  of  the  eastern  race  S.  n.  noveboracensis  occurring  in  Ontario 
among  specimens  in  the  ROM  or  the  NMC.  Birds  from  northern  Ontario  are 
frequently  as  yellow  below  as  birds  from  Newfoundland,  but  all  seem  to  be  grayer 
above  than  is  typical  of  Newfoundland  birds. 

MacGillivray's  Warbler,  Oporornis  tolmiei 

Specimen  not  examined. 

Common  Yellowthroat,  Geothlypis  trichas 

Differences  between  eastern  and  western  birds  in  Ontario  are  scarcely  perceptible. 
There  is  a  tendency  for  birds  west  of  Lake  Superior  to  be  lighter  on  the  back  and 
very  slightly  more  golden-yellow  below,  but  they  are  not  as  light  or  as  yellow  as  birds 
from  farther  west  in  Canada. 

Rufous-sided  Townee,  Pipilo  erythrophthalmus 

Heavily  spotted  birds  of  the  western  arcticuslmontanus  type  have  appeared  in  Ontario 
on  a  number  of  occasions,  but  none  have  been  collected  for  positive  identification. 
A  careful  description  of  one  bird,  watched  closely  for  several  days  by  H.  H.  Axtell, 
and  compared  to  museum  skins  at  the  time,  was  of  the  montanus  type.  Others, 
especially  in  western  Ontario,  are  more  likely  to  have  been  of  the  arcticus  subspecies. 

Chipping  Sparrow,  Spizella  passerina 

Birds  from  west  of  the  longitude  of  Lake  Nipigon  show  intermediate  and  variable 
colour,  but  tend  to  be  more  often  somewhat  lighter,  approaching  the  western 
boreophila  form,  as  the  Manitoba  boundary  is  approached. 

Vesper  Sparrow,  Pooecetes  gramineus 

Most  birds  in  Ontario  west  of  Lake  Superior  show  variable  colour,  from  typical 
gramineus  to  typical  confinis.  Very  few  are  as  pale  as  confinis  from  the  central 
prairies.  The  whole  of  western  Ontario  seems  to  be  a  zone  of  intergradation,  as 
suggested  by  Snyder  (1953). 
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Savannah  Sparrow,  Passerculus  sandwichensis 

A  few  of  the  birds  from  Moosonee  to  Cape  Henrietta  Maria  are  somewhat  darker 
and  more  like  labradorius,  but  most  are  typical  of  oblitus.  From  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
and  Sudbury  north  to  about  Wawa  and  Biscotasing,  a  mixture  of  oblitus  and  mediogri- 
seus  is  found. 

Grasshopper  Sparrow,  Ammodramus  savannarum 

Several  migrants  from  southern  Ontario  appear  much  like  the  birds  from  Manitoba 
considered  to  be  perpallidus;  however,  I  find  them  darker  than  birds  from  farther 
south  and  west.  There  are  no  specimens  and  few  positive  sight  records  from  western 
Ontario;  however,  if  they  occur  there,  they  are  probably  intermediate  between  typi- 
cal pratensis  and  perpallidus,  as  are  the  adjacent  Manitoba  birds. 

Sharp-tailed  Sparrow,  Ammodramus  caudacutus 

One  observer  has  apparently  located  a  breeding  colony  in  western  Rainy  River 
District  (unpublished).  The  area  may  be  occupied  only  occasionally;  no  birds  have 
been  collected,  nor  proof  of  breeding  established,  but  they  are  probably  of  the 
nelsoni  race. 

Song  Sparrow,  Melospiza  melodia 

All  birds  from  Lake  Superior  north  are  darker,  like  juddi.  From  Wawa  and  Lake 
Abitibi  south  to  Algonquin  Park  there  is  a  mixture  of  juddi,  melodia,  and  intermediate 
birds.  In  southern  Ontario  to  the  north  and  east  of  Lake  Simcoe  and  Prince  Edward 
County,  largely  on  the  Canadian  Shield,  birds  are  melodia  -like.  In  the  agricultural 
areas  south  and  west  of  the  Shield,  most  birds  are  euphonia -like,  although  there  are 
many  intermediate  and  melodia  -like  birds  south  to  Hamilton  and  Huron  County. 

White-crowned  Sparrow,  Zonotrichia  leucophrys 

Most  of  the  northern  Ontario  birds  do  not  show  a  distinctly  cut-off  supercilliary  in 
front  of  the  eye.  There  is  usually  a  constriction  of  the  supercilliary  and  various 
shades  of  gray  in  front  of  the  eye.  As  far  east  as  Hawley  Lake,  a  clear  white  supercil- 
liary extending  to  the  bill  is  seen  on  some  birds,  as  is  typical  of  gambelii.  Most  of 
northern  Ontario,  then,  is  a  zone  of  intergradation. 

Dark-eyed  Junco,  Junco  hyemalis 

Although  there  are  several  reports  of  "Oregon"  juncos  in  the  Ontario  literature,  I 
can  find  no  specimens  typical  of  7.  h.  oreganus.  Likewise,  meamsi  has  been  reported 
as  sighted  in  Ontario,  but  no  specimens  confirm  this.  Birds  with  pinky  or  rufescent 
colours,  typical  of  birds  of  the  western  mountains,  are  found  in  Ontario  from 
autumn  to  spring  and  correspond  to  one  of  cismontanus,  montanus,  or  shufeldti  groups. 

Brown-headed  Cowbird,  Molothrus  ater 

Birds  from  the  extreme  western  part  of  Ontario  are  intermediate  in  colour  between 
typical  prairie  and  typical  eastern  plumages. 

Pine  Grosbeak,  Pinicola  enucleator 

Perhaps  I  have  inadequate  material,  but  I  cannot  substantiate  the  occurrence  of 
eschatosa  in  Ontario,  if  it  is  a  valid  race.  Among  summer-collected  grosbeaks  there 
is  a  range  of  colour,  with  the  darkest  being  as  dark  as  Newfoundland  birds.  A  male 
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from  near  Hudson  Bay  is  not  only  as  intensely  red,  but  also  as  small.  Do  small  dark 
winter  birds,  then,  represent  wanderers  from  the  east,  or  just  the  normal  complement 
of  Ontario  birds? 

Red  Crossbill,  Loxia  curvirostra 

There  are  very  few  nesting  or  breeding  records  for  Ontario,  and  birds  from  any  of 
them  were  never  collected  for  subspecific  identification.  While  there  is  need  for 
more  extensive  studies,  summer-collected  birds  indicate  that  Ontario  lies  within  the 
usual  range  of  minor,  and  the  other  subspecies  are  ordinarily  only  irregular  winter 
visitors.  However,  the  presence  of  some  juvenile  birds  labelled  minor,  with  some 
summer-collected  adults  labelled  sitkensis  (both  labelled  by  A.  R.  Phillips),  suggests 
either  that  some  wanderers  remain  behind  in  summer,  or  that  we  do  not  yet  under- 
stand variation  in  this  species. 

At  present  I  prefer  to  follow  the  nomenclature  used  by  Godfrey  (1986),  rather 
than  Dickerman  (1987). 

Common  Redpoll,  Carduelis  flammea 

Given  that  C.  /  holboelli  is  of  doubtful  validity  (AOU,  1957)  and  that  there  is 
considerable  plumage  variation  in  redpolls  (Troy,  1985),  it  is  doubtful  that  the 
single  specimen  supposedly  of  this  form  mentioned  by  Manning  (1952)  will  withstand 
scrutiny. 

Hoary  Redpoll,  Carduelis  hornemanni 

I  tend  to  agree  with  Troy  (1985)  that  Hoary  and  Common  redpolls  should  be  consid- 
ered one  variable  species.  There  is  gradation  in  plumage  characteristics  from  one 
form  to  the  other  among  specimens  in  ROM  collections. 

Birds  that  breed  in  Ontario  are  typically  dark  and  small  (like  flammea)  but,  in  the 
summer  of  1985,  lighter-coloured  birds  that  seemed  "hoary"  were  observed  as 
breeders  (Cadman,  Eagles,  and  Helleiner,  1987).  However,  as  none  were  collected, 
the  racial  identity  will  remain  in  doubt.  During  the  winter  very  light  and  larger  birds 
(hornemanni-\ike)  occur  in  small  numbers.  There  are  also  many  others,  occurring 
outside  the  breeding  season,  that  cover  the  range  of  variation  in  subspecific  forms. 

American  Goldfinch,  Carduelis  tristis 

West  of  Lake  Superior,  birds  are  variable,  and  those  typical  of  tristis  or  pallida  may 
be  found  at  the  same  location,  indicating  a  zone  of  intergradation.  In  the  extreme 
west,  most  are  typical  of  pallida.
